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WEATHER BUREAUS 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
*Mid-August to Mid-September 1954 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-August 
to mid-September calls for temperatures to average above seasonal 
normals in a large part of the United States extending from New England 
into the Southwest, with greatest departures in the Ohio and lower 
Mississippi Valleys. Below normal temperatures are expected in the 
Northern Plains and Plateau Region, with greatest departures in the 
Northwest. In other areas near normal temperatures are indicated. 
Precipitation amounts are expected to be subnormal in the East, South, 
and Southwest, but near to above normal rains are predicted for the 
Great Plains and Mid-West.

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 17, 1954 


Hot, humid weather, persisting in the South throughout the week, extended 
northward over the weekend to a line running from Rapid City, N, Dak., 
through Minneapolis, Minn., Chicago, Ill., Columbus, Ohio, and 
Richmond, Va. At Shreveport, La., Little Rock and Fort Smith, Ark., 
Fort Worth, Tex., and many other stations in the lower Mississippi 
Valley and eastern portions of the lower Great Plains, daily maxima 
equaled or exceeded 100°. Relatively cool weather prevailed in the 
northeast quarter of the Country the first 4 days of the week and Nee 

of the Continental Divide the latter part. Cool weather slowed crop - 
development in the Central Valley of California where temperatures 

for the week averaged as much as 8° below normal at Red Bluff and 

the maximum temperature of 74° at Sacramento on the 13th equaled the 
record-lowest maximum temperature for August recorded there in 1913. 


During the past week beneficial showers fell in scattered northern areas 
east of the Continental Divide and in parts of Arizona, New Mexico, and 
Colorado. In the remainder of the Nation rainfall was limited to widely 
scattered, mostly light showers. More rain is needed in virtually all of

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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


GRASSHOPPERS - DELAWARE - Common on alfalfa. (Late News). 
INDIANA - Abundant and prevalent, especially in northern half of 

State. Thousands of acres sprayed or dusted. (Davis). ILLINOIS - 
Reports of damage continue common, (Petty). MINNESOTA - Northwest 
counties with spotted light to heavy infestations. Predominant species 
Melanoplus bivittatus, M. mexicanus, M. femur-rubrum and few 

M. packardi, Threatening populations mostly in alfalfa fields and field 
margins, Many road margins in west central area with light to threaten- 
ing infestations. Several flax fields with light infestations of M. bivittatus. 
some damage to soybean field margins. Non economic to light infestations 
in Koochiching County and extreme northeastern counties. (Minn. Ins. 
Rept. Serv.). MISSOURI - Crop damage by Melanoplus spp. continues 
over State but slowed somewhat by rains. M. bivittatus population only 
5 to 10 percent of their peak, M. differentialis 100 percent adults and 
egg laying over southern half of State. (Kyd, Thomas). ARKANSAS - 
Several species still doing considerable damage in north and west parts 
of State, (Warren, Barnes). OKLAHOMA - Continue to be most damaging 
pests, especially M. differentialis and M. mexicanus in Payne County 
alfalfa, (Fenton). KANSAS - Melanoplus spp, most destructive insects on 
alfalfa at present. Control warranted in many fields. Nymphal counts 

40 to 60 per square yard in some fields. No change in adult population, 
Melanoplus spp. continue to strip many fields of late planted corn. Ovi- 
position of M. differentialis and M. bivittatus beginning in many of 
eastern counties. Counts of nymphs of M. mexicanus are 20 to 60 per 
Square yard in fence rows and field borders adjacent to zany corn fields. 
Melanoplus spp. adult counts 3 to 10 in fields and 15 to 30 per square 

yard in field margins. (Matthew). NEBRASKA - Spotted severe infestations 
of crop species in Knox County and other counties of the northeast. (Hill). 
WYOMING - Moving in from pasture and range lands into greener 
vegetation, Damage to corn and small grains in Park and Big Horn 
Counties. (Poyner). A 3,000-acre infestation on Big Horn National 
Forest, Big Horn County. Species in this infestation have a two-year 

life cycle. This is outside the 1953-54 survey. (Cavin). UTAH - Adult 
survey underway. Oviposition in many localities. Much control still 
desirable in addition to approximately 150, 000 acres treated. Camnula 
pellucida moving south into farms on Milford flats. (Knowlton). 
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EUROPEAN CORN BORER(Pyraus ta nubiles - OKLAHOMA - Found for 
first time in 4 additional counties: Muskogee &Sequoyah. 

(Arbuthnot), NEBRASKA - Development of second generation delayed in 
northern area, Adults numerous in field margins, little egg-laying 

activity. Egg-laying in southern counties apparently passed peak. Many 
fields heavily damaged by first generation. (Hill). MINNESOTA - 
Development retarded by low temperatures. Moth emergence continued 
slow. First-brood development advanced enough, especially in south 
central district, to result in large second brood if favorable weather 
occurs soon, (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv. ). ILLINOIS - Moth emergence nearly 
complete, peak flight passed in many areas. Egg mass counts of 1 to 2 per 
stalk in fields of late corn not uncommon throughout area of the State 
north of Bloomington, but counts considerably lower in extreme northern 
and northeast sections than in rest of area. From all appearances, 
second-generation corn borers will be quite abundant and ear droppage 

and stalk breakage will be common, (Petty). MICHIGAN - Better than 

half of larvae in sweet corn in Munith pupated. (Hutson). MARYLAND - 
Infestations low in all sections. Egg-laying for second brood nearing 
completion in Frederick and Queen Annes Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept. ). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - NEW JERSEY - Egg laying 
increasing and many young larvae found throughout State, (Merrill). 
GEORGIA - About 60 percent ears of late corn infested. (Taylor). 
Infestations in peanuts in Sumter, Marion, Webster and Dooly Counties. 
(Jordan). ARKANSAS - Infesting soybeans in Jackson County. (Warren, 
Barnes). ILLINOIS - As egg counts continue to be high in southern area 
and can be found in the central and northern sections on fresh corn silks, 
it is likely that all sweet corn in fresh silk from now on will need control, 
(Petty), TEXAS - Medium local infestation on peanuts in Llano County. 
(Houston). KANSAS - Infestations ranged as high as 92 percent of ears 
examined in some areas of the northeast. Averages varied from 40 to 70 
percent in most corn fields. (Matthew). OKLAHOMA - Severely damaging 
late corn in Pushmataha and McCurtain Counties. (Bower). UTAH - 
Generally light to moderate in sweet corn. Infestations from 25 to 50 
percent several areas. (Knowlton, Davis, Hughes). IDAHO - Infestations 
still low in Twin Falls, Jerome and Gooding Counties. About 7 percent 

of ears damaged. (Douglass, Aug. 7). 


AN EARWORM (Heliothis sp. )- VIRGINIA - Medium damage to sweet corn 
in areas of Fauquier and Loudoun Counties. (Griffith). 
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FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - NEW YORK - Larvae on 
sweet corn in eastern area, August ll. (Adams). NEW JERSEY - In Gcean 
County 80 percent of corn in some fields severely damaged. Found in 
Middlesex County. (Merrill). DELAWARE - Late corn attacked at 

many places in Kent and Sussex Counties. Heavy at Georgetown. (Late News). 
MARYLAND - Damaged field of late corn, Queen Annes County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). NORTH CAROLINA - Local infestations in corn in Watauga, 
Jackson and Wake Counties. (Mitchell). GEORGIA - Heavy infestations 

in late field and sweet corn general in mountain area (Taylor). Severe 
damage to grain sorghum in Harris County.(Jordan). ILLINOIS - In- 
creasing in numbers on corn in southern section. (Petty). MISSOURI - 
Fields of young corn in southeast area with light infestation (3 to 7 percent) 
of larvae. Only few grain sorghum fields in southern half of State show 

leaf feeding injury. (Kyd, Thomas). KANSAS - Throughout many northern 
and eastern areas infestations continue to seriously damage late planted 
corn. Injury also to sorghums. Nearly all corn and sorghums show 
infestations out heavier infestations localized. Larval counts from 1 to 5 
per plant in somefields. Injury to some corn quite severe in Jewell County. 
(Marvin). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - KANSAS - On corn and sorghums in 
widespread eastern areas Injury to crop in localized areas, may need 
control. Counts of 60 to 200 bugs per plant. (Matthew). TEXAS - Light 

to heavy widespread on corn in Hopkins, Wood, Smith, and Anderson 
Counties, (Davis). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - DELAWARE - Very heavy 
on corn at Canterbury and occurs at several places in Sussex County. 
(Late News). MARYLAND - Injuring corn in Somerset and Prince Georges 
Counties. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). KANSAS - Rapid build-up. Many fields 

of combine-type sorghums heavily infested (400 to 3, 000 per plant). Some 
fields with infestations of 40 to 70 percent of plants containing injurious 
colonies. Heavy and apparent destructive populations in localized areas 
but infestations in almost every sorghum field, Heavy infestations in 
whorl of later-planted corn. (Matthew). NEBRASKA - Light infestations 
general in field corn, moderate to heavy infestations spotted in milo. 
(Roselle). COLORADO - In Longmont-Greeley area. (Colo. Ins. Det. 
Comm. ). 


CORN EARWORM AND SAP BEETLES - DELAWARE - Adults of a common 
sap beetle and larvae of corn earworm causing heavy ear damage in many 
plantings of field corn throughout southern area. (Late News). 
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CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema pulicaria) - DELAWARE - Active 
on late corn. (Late News). ILLINOIS - Average of 5. 3 per plant in 
Will County, 1,9 in Iroquois County. Many teneral adults collected, 
(Petty). NEW YORK - Abundant on corn in whorl stage in eastern area, 
(Adams), 


SAP BEETLES - UTAH - Sweet corn at Washington 85-90 percent 
infested, 100 percent at Kanab with 15 percent of ears worthless. 
(Knowlton, Davis). MISSOURI - Corn ears in southern area 15 - 20 
percent damaged by Carpophilus dimidiatus. (Kyd, Thomas). 


SOUTH WESTERN CORN BORER {D. grandiosella) - OKLAHOMA - 
Severely damaging late corn in Pushmataha and McCurtain Counties. 
(Bower). 


CORN ROOTWORMS - ILL, D Longicornis populations about the same 
as for last 2 weeks in several areas, Populations of Diabrotica 
undecimpunctata howardi possibly a little lower than last week. (Petty). 
KANSAS - Injury to corn by beetles of Diabrotica spp, continues in 
fields of northcentral and some northwest counties. Less lodging of 
stalks than in 1953; however, beetles numerous in many fields and 
found in considerable numbers in some fields where corn grown for 
first time. In many fields throughout heavier infested areas, silks 
being eaten by beetles, (Matthew). NEBRASKA - Diabrotica spp. adults 
numerous in untreated corn fields of Republican Valley, in eastern and 
southeastern areas and very numerous in corn fields of south-central 
section. (Roselle). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme philodice) - ARIZONA - 
Very numerous on alfalfa at Buckeye, Average of 2 per sweep on young 
alfalfa in Chandler-Gilbert-Higley area, Average of 100 to 200 per 100 
Sweeps in some fields at Yuma. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 


A CORN BORER (Diatraea sp.) - TEXAS - Light to heavy widespread 
Hopkins, Wood and Smith Counties. Fifty percent infested stalks in 10 
fields in Hopkins County, 52 in one field in Wood and 24 in one in Smith. 
(Davis). 


APHIDS - GEORGIA - Heavy infestations in 125 acres of cowpeas in 
Richmond County, August 2 (Jordan), and moderate to heavy in Peach, 
Taylor, Houston and Macon Counties, July 26. (J. C. Alden). NEW 
MEXICO - Still number one insect on alfalfa throughout State. Roswell 
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reports declining activity, but Tucumcari reports heavy infestations 
in seed alfalfa. Aphids on grain sorghums have become important in 
Chaves, Luna, Hidalgo, Socorro and Bernalillo Counties. (Dobson, 
August 7 ). TEXAS - Heavy locally on grain sorghums in Lamb County. 
(Hedgpeth). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - MARYLAND - Damage to 
alfalfa still noticed in Carroll County. Adults and nymphs present. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - In 100 sweeps with 15-inch net 
in alfalfa fields 48 specimens taken in Albemarle County and 198 in 
Culpeper County. (Muca, Turner). NORTH CAROLINA - Peanuts in 
Bertie County heavily infested, with obvious injury to large acreages 
in southern part of county. About 400 and 600 nymphs collected per 
100 sweeps. (Dogger). ILLINOIS - Adults per sweep on alfalfa ranged 
from 0,3 to 10.6 in several sections. (Petty). 


PRA LEAF WEEVIL (Sitona lineata) - OREGON - Adults left pea fields 
around Hillsboro, Washington County, and entered adjacent red clover 
fields where damage up to complete defoliation present. On borders 
between pea and clover fields populations up to 60 per sweep with 
12-inch net or 200 per square foot in debris. (Roth). 


PEA APHID (M acrosiphum ] pisi) - IDAHO - In high numbers in one. 
alfalfa seed field in southwestern area. (Walz, Aug. 7). WYOMING - 
Severe damage to alfalfa in some areas in Hot Springs, Park and Big 
Horn Counties. Population as high as 175 per 25 sweeps. insecticide 
used in some fields. (Poyner). UTAH - In the Delta area from 1, 000 to 
3,000 or more per sweep taken in some fields of succulent alfalfa. 
Generally light or moderate elsewhere. (Lieberman, Knowlton). 


A LEAFROLLER (Platynota stultana) - ARIZONA - Very abundant on 
alfalfa at Buckeye. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). 


Damaging soybeans in New Hanover ~ County, (Baggett). INDIANA - 
Unusually abundant on and destructive to aifaifa in southwestern area, 
(Davis). MISSOURI - Heavy numbers of moths in alfalfa and weedy row 
crops over southern half of State. Few alfaifa ficids with 3 to 5 larvae 
per square foot and several fields show 100 percent desiruction, Some 
garden crops and flowers damaged in southwest aree. (Kyd, Thomas). 
KANSAS - Infestations continue, where not controlied, to reduce 
tonnage of alfalfa. Infestations found in some fields of Douglas, Jackson, 
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Osage, Pottawatomie, Riley, Shawnee, and Wabaunsee Counties. 
Injury in several northwestern counties. (Marvin). 


CLOVER LEAF HOPPER (Aceratagallia sangquinolenta) - VIRGINIA - In 
100 sweeps with a 15-inch net in alfalfa fields 36 specimens taken 
in Albemarle County and 58 in Culpeper County. tMuca, Turner). 


ARMYWORMS - MAINE - Heavy infestations (probably Pseudaletia 
unipuncta) and severe damage in many oat fields and some barley fields. 
Clover and grasses in severely damaged oat fields also destroyed. Damage 
to potatoes moderate to severe in edges of fields adjoining oats. (Shands, 
August 7), RHODE ISLAND - Additional infestations of P. unipuncta 

in western portion. Infestation on oats in Coventry, Kent County and on 
millet and grass in Foster, Providence County. In some areas nearly 
100 percent parasitism. (Hyland). DELAWARE - Second-generation 
armyworm in small numbers on alfalfa at some places in Sussex County. 
(Late News). FLORIDA - Armyworms average 10 per square foot of 
cattail millet at Brooksville. (Brinkley). Three larvae per sand bur 
plant at Avon Park. (Henderson). W.YOMING - Damage to small grains 
in Hot Springs County by P. umpuncta. Population ranges 75 to 150 per 
square foot in some areas. (Poyner). COLORADO - P. unipuncta 
pupation progressing in areas seriously infested earlier. Few moths in 
light traps. (Colo. Ins. Det. Comm.). UTAH - Larvae of P. unipuncta: 
(Det. H. Capps) damaging corn at Emery. Reportedly the same species 
very numerous On grass and under bales of hay in Emery and Ferron, 
(Knowlton). 


LYGUS BUGS - WYOMING - Damage to alfalfa grown for seed in Park 

and Big Horn Counties. (Poyner). ARIZONA - Lygus hesperus_ damaging 
alfalfa at Yuma by blasting green buds. Two to 3 per sweep not uncommon, 
up to 6 to 7 per sweep on Yuma Mesa. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). UTAH - 
Continue very numerous on alfalfa and other crops where not controlled. 
(Knowlton). IDAHO - Populations in small clover seed fields in Donnelly 
area reduced to less than one per sweep by predators. (Manis, Aug. 7). 


VARIEGATED CUTWORM (Peridroma margaritosa) - MINN. -Heavy damage 
alfalfa in Jackson County. (Minn, Ins. Rept. Serv. ). 


CLOVER APHID (Anuraphis bakeri) - IDAHO - In Donnelly area of central 
Idaho where this pest is often serious on seeded clover, populations are 
practically non-existent, probably due to predators. (Manis, Aug. 7). 
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BLISTER BEETLES - INDIANA - Striped and margined blister beetles 
very abundant, attacking crops in general. Abundance may be sig- 
nificant in grasshopper reduction next year. (Davis). ILLINOIS - 
Epicauta spp. increasing in numbers on alfalfa, damaging soybeans, 

and on corn silks. (Petty). WYOMING - Epicauta sp. damaging alfalfa Big 
Horn County. Control used. (Poyner). 


YELLOW-STRIPPED ARMYWORMS - UTAH - Prodenia praefica 
in northern are and P. ornithogalli in southern area have infested 
alfalfa in several counties. Truck crops also attacked. (Knowlton, 
Davis, Lieberman). 


MITES - DELAWARE - Strawberry spider mite very destructive on 
Soybeans in sections over State, causing discoloration and defoliation. 
(Late News). MARYLAND - Tetranychus atlanticus (Det. E. W. Baker) 
heavy to very light infestations on soybeans in Talbot, Dorchester and 
Wicomico Counties, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). UTAH - Threatening on corn 
foliage in a few localities. (Knowlton). IDAHO - Infestation of spider 
mites in southcentral State border in some corn fields rapidly spreading 
to inner portions of fields. In southwestern area, control applied in many 
red clover and bean fields where mites are building up. (Walz, Aug. 7). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MISSISSIPPI - Adults 
defoliating soybeans in DeSoto County. (Hutchins). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - GEORGIA - 
Infesting cowpeas Bibb County (Senn); Dodge County (Jordan); Peach, 
Taylor, Houston and Macon Counties (Alden). Also damaging grain 
sorghums severely in Laurens County (Chase), Upson County (Beckham), 
Dodge County (Jordan). Moderate to heavy injury to soybeans in Spalding 
County (Dupree) and Marion County (Jordan); to peanuts in Bulloch County 
(Vanderford) and Marion County (Jordan), SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Extremely serious on soybeans in Aiken, damaging soybeans at 
Lexington and Edgefield. (Nettles). 


RED-NECKED PEANUTWORM (Stegasta bosquella) - GEORGIA - Heavy 
bud feeding in Decatur County. (Hester). FLORIDA - Larvae on peanuts 
previously treated. (Phillips). 
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RICE STINK BUG (Solubea pugnax) - LOUISIANA - Damaging numbers in 
some fields in Acadia Parish. In lesser numbers in Vermillion, Iberia 

and St. Mary Parishes. (Helm, Burns). ARKANSAS - Heavy infestations in 
few fields of rice. As high as 4 per sweep of a 12-inch net in some fields. 
Control applied. (Warren, Barnes). 


A PSYCHID (Apterona crenulella det H.W. Capps) - UTAH - Heavy 
infestation found on broad-leafed range plants in western Box Elder 
County, July 20. Some plants apparently killed. (Mason, Morse). A 
similar outbreak of this insect was observed at Logan in June 1951. 

(Knowlton). 


WESTERN HARVESTER ANT (Pogonomyrmex occidentalis) - UTAH - 
Keeping several thousand acres of farm and range land bare of vegetation 
in more severely infested areas. (Knowlton). 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - FLORIDA - One larva per 
sugarcane plant at Vero Beach. (Burnett), LOUISIANA - Heavy infesta- 
tion in young corn fieldsin Avoyelles and West Feliciana Parishes. 
(Roussel, Smith). 


WHITE-FRINGED BEETLES - SOUTH CAROLINA - Light population 

on 150 acres at Ritter, new infestation. (Haley): FLORIDA - Adults on 
coffeeweed near Mariana. Approximately 3 miles northwest of Grand 
Ridge a few beetles found on coffeeweed also. (Mead). Adults averaged 
56 per peanut plant southwest of Jay. Approximately 700 acres reported 
infested. (Boyd). 


A GROUND PEARL (Margarodes meridionalis Det. H. Morrison) - 
CALIFORNIA - Moderate to heavy infestations on roots of grapes at 
Seeley and Calipatria, Imperial County, June 28. According to Agri- 
cultural Research Service records, this appears to be the first record 
for the State. Subsequent to this collection, the species found in 3 widely 
separated localities in Imperial County on roots of Bermuda grass with 
which it is customarily associated. Believed to have been present in this 
county for many years. Apparently the association with grape roots is 
unusual. (Barnes).

CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEW YORK - Entries 
general in problem orchards in Niagara County. (McNicholas). Also 
ceneral in Monroe County where first brood troublesome. (West). 
NEW JERSEY - Second-brood larvae continues active in central and 
southern areas, (Farley). VIRGINIA - Damage will possibly become 
severe in Frederick County if weather remains favorable balance of 
month, (Hough). INDIANA - Most orchards in Vincennes area show 
enough second-brood injury that third-brood could be real threat. 
(Hamilton). MICHIGAN - Peak second-brood flights in all of lower 
peninsula as far north as Traverse City and Ogden by August 6. 
(Hutson). TEXAS - Medium local infestation on apples in Montague 
County. (Randolph). 


ORCHARD MITES - NEW JERSEY - Continue to increase in some peach 
and apple orchards but of minor importance in others. (Farley). 

VIRGINIA - Metatetranychus ulmi and Tetranychus schoenei not as 

heavy as usual in upper Shenandoah Valley area. (Hill, Hough). GEORGIA - 
M. ulmi heavy in scattered apple orchards in Rabun, Fannin and Gilmer 
Counties. (Taylor, August 6), INDIANA - No rapid upsurge on apples 
anticipated in Orleans area. (Marshall). Controlled in most orchards 

in Vincennes area, but Tetranychus spp, still numerous enough in most 
orchards to warrant attention. (Hamilton). 


ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH (Grapholitha molesta) - GEORGIA - Of 1,185 
ripe Sullivan's (early) Elberta peaches examined, 28 (2.4 percent) found 
infested.

Mexican Fruit Fly Found in California

SACRAMENTO ..... A single adult Mexican fruit fly has been trapped 
in a grapefruit tree in the City of San Ysidro, San Diego County, about 
one mile north of the international border. 


The fly was taken in a planting of seventeen trees, including peach and 
orange trees. 


Mexican fruit flies have been found recently over a period of several 
months south of the border in Baja California but the San Ysidro specimen 
is the first reported on the California side, The discovery was not 
unexpected. However, federal, state and county agricultural authorities © 
moved rapidly to make effective previously planned programs for the 
control of the fly. +3 


"Fortunately, the property on which the fly was found lies within the area 
which has been under continuous chemical treatment since early in April, " 
said H, M, Armitage, Chief of the Bureau of Entomology, California 
Department of Agriculture. "In fact, all host trees within a five mile 
radius of this finding have been subjected to heavy treatment at 3 week 
intervals, " 


In cooperation with federal and San Diego county agricultural officials, 
California Department of Agriculture entomologists reviewed their 
control programs to determine what additional control steps and regula- 
tory safeguards are necessary. 


A plant quarantine order will be issued restricting the movement of plants 
or plant products from the zone in which the insect was found. Additional 
traps will be placed and the trapping area greatly extended. 


The Mexican fruit fly is the main citrus-infesting fruit fly of Mexico. It 
destroys large quantities of fruit in Mexico and Texas where it migrates 
annually. ‘he fly is not a tropical insect, and therefore can build up a 
population and infest fruit under varied temperature conditions. 
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The adult fly is a brightly colored insect with beautifully marked wings. 
It is considerably larger than a house fly. 


White sapotes and citrus fruits, except lemons, are preferred hosts, 
However, the fly also freely attacks apples, pears, quinces, peaches, 
pomegranates and some other fruits, It does not attack aos or 
vegetables, 


Feed Sasee 


On August 9, 1954, a single female adult Mexican fruft fly, Anastrepha 
ludens, was trapped in a grapefruit tree on a property at 135 Seward 
Street, San Ysidro, San Diego County, California. The find was made 
within the five mile border area that has been under continuous survey 
and treatment since January, 19&4, Trapping will be intensified, soil 
applications made and all fallen fruit examined and destroyed. State 
Quarantine action was adopted on August 10. All commodities covered 
in the Federal quarantine are covered in the state quarantine which is 
now being cooperatively enforced. by state and federal authorities.

RECENT IMPORTANT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 


An adult chrysomelid beetle, identified as Aphthona sp. probably coerulea 


(Geoff. ), was found recently on leaves used as packing for fresh 
raspberries. The fruit, unconsumed plane's stores from France, was 
seized with its packing and burned at the Port of New York by Plant 
Quarantine Inspectors. A. coerulea has been reported a pest of Iris 
siberica and other irises in France and the Netherlands. The adults 
chewed holes in the leaves while the larvae fed in the roots making 
control measures necessary. It is not known to be present in the 

United States, Larvae of Aphthona coerulea var. pseudacori Marsh have 
been reported mining the leaves of Iris pseudacorus in Hungary causing 
whitish stripes on the tips of the leaves. (Ramsay). 
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STORED PRODUCTS INSECTS 


A DERMESTID (Attagenus alfierii Pic) - ARIZONA - Found in 7 
establishments in Maricopa, Cochise and Santa Cruz Counties. Not 
recorded previously from Arizona or Western Hemisphere. (Ariz, Coop. 
Rept. ), The insect has been collected at Cairo, Egypt, in drug bazaars 
where it may have fed on remains of other insects. It has also been taken 
in British ports on stored products from India. There is no evidence at 
present that the species has any economic importance. 


MISCELLANEOUS INSECTS 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Annoyance continues 
serious in most counties, unusually severe in some areas. (Knowlton). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


WISCONSIN - POTATO LEAFHOPPER becoming very abundant on 
potatoes, beans and strawberry plantings in many north central sections. 
SQUASH VINE BORER reported abundant, BLACK BLISTER BEETLES 
very abundant in alfalfa and clover. Migrating into truck crops and corn 
and causing injury. WALNUT CATERPILLAR abundant through out 
southern half of State. CORN EARWORM building up, damage to sweet 
corn and tomato plantings in southern area. STALK BORER abundant and 
damaging tomatoes, perennials, dahlias, HOUSE CRICKET abundant in 
Milwaukee, annoyance to stores. CORN SAP BEETLE abundant many 
Sweet corn plantings. RED-HEADED PINE SAWFLY heavy in jack pine 
plantations in several northwestern counties. INTRODUCED PINE SAWPFLY, 
first observed a few years ago, gradually spreading and continues to 
cause considerable damage. ZIMMERMAN PINE MOTH infesting red pine 
windbreaks in Chippewa County and plantations in Trempealeau County. 
WHITE PINE WEEVIL building up each year, becoming very abundant in 
many white and jack pine plantations as well as Norway spruce in several 
northern counties. (Chambers). 


SOUTH DAKOTA - GRASSHOPPERS continuing build-up in most counties. 
Damage to corn, alfalfa and other green crops increasing. Dominant 

species in central counties is Melanoplus bivittatus. Infestations in 

eastern counties limited mostly to alfalfa and are mainly M. femur-rubrum. 
(Burge, Lofgren, Halvorson). Pupation of EUROPEAN CORN BORER nearing 
00 percent in southeastern counties. About 20 percent moths emerged and 
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oviposition underway for second brood. (Halvorson). About 40 percent 
pupation in early corn with about 20 percent energe nce in central 
eastern counties. (Spawn). GARDEN WEBWORM moths very abundant 
in alfalfa in eastern counties. (Lofgren). 


Weather Continued: 


the far West and southern areas east of the Continental Divide. In the 
latter areas where abnormally hot, dry weather has persisted since 
early July, soil mositure is badly depleted and most crops continued 
to decline. South Carolina reported the poorest pastures on record and 
Oklahoma the poorest since 1936. In most of the South water supplies 
are becoming low, with stock water hauling now necessary in parts of 
Texas and Alabama. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau).
